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Jeſus ſaid unto her e I am the 
Reſurrefion, and the Life. 


T ſhould ſeem a needleſs Work 

to do that which is the com- 
mon buſineſs of Sermons on 
this Day, vis. to prove the 
Truth of our Lord's Reſurrec- 
tion; and, which is the ſure conſequence 
of it, the Certainty of ours. It appears 
ſuperfluous to multiply Arguments to 
confirm an Article of Faith, into which 
we were all initiated in our Baptiſm, 
which we {till profeſs to believe, which 
we affirm daily in repeating the Creeds, 
and which, on the Annual Return of this 
Seaſon, we aflemble on purpoſe to com- 
memorate. 

Bur when we conſider the Lives of 
thoſe who profeſs this Truth, who re- 
ceived the Sacramental Tokens of it in 
their Baptiſm, who repeat it daily in their 
Creeds, and meet here Annually for the 


ſolemn Celebration of it, as a fundamental 
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4 AS EN MON pon the 


Article of their Faith: when, I ſay, we 
conſider the Lives of theſe Profeſſors, 
there ſeems but too much reaſon to ſuſ- 
pect, that notwithſtanding all our Pro- 
feſſions, many among us are not heartily 
convinced of it. For after all the elaborate 
Diſcourſes upon this Subject, Where is 
that indifference for the things of the 
World? that Spiritual Joy, that Purity, 
that Heavenly-mindedneſs, which the Re- 
ſurrection of our Lord ſhould inſpire ? 
Where is that Self-denial, that Watchful- 
neſs over our own Hearts, and Attention 
to the Omnipreſence of Gop; that ex- 
act Juſtice in our Dealing, that warm 
Benevolence towards all Men ; and in a 
word, that zealous Preparation againſt 
the Day of Judgment, which an effectual 
Aſſurance of our own Reſurrection would 
certainly oblige us to? I might ask the 
greater part, How they would live, if 
they did not believe any Reſurrection ? 
What alteration would there be in their 
Manners? Would they be more addicted 
to Pleaſure, more intent upon their tem- 
poral Intereſt, or leſs careful for the 
Good of others, if they had never heard 
the Truths of the Goſpel? yer they lay 
claim to the - venerable Name of Chriſ- 
tians, and aſſemble here to celebrate the 
Triumphs of our Lord's Reſurrection. 
I dare not therefore ſay of ſuch, that 
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Reſurrection of our LORD. 5 


they do not believe it; but I fear they 
have not duly thought about it: they 
are not ſufficiently apprized of the won- 
drous effects and conſequences of this 
great Myſtery. It is not enough that we 
know it by name and by hear-ſay. All 
ſaving Knowledge is experimental : and 
it is not ſufficient that we know the 
Hiſtory, but we mult alſo feel the Power 


of our Lord's Reſurrection: not only that 
He is Riſen, but alſo that he is the Re- 


ſurrection. As the Sun is Light to him- 
ſelf, and the great ſource of Day to all the 


Worlds around him: ſo is our Lord, Re- 
ſurrection to himſelf, and the Cauſe and 
Author of Reſurrection in all others. 
LEAVING * therefore the Hiſtory of 
our Lord's Rifing from the Dead, as an 
eſtabliſhed and acknowledged Truth : and 


preſuming, I hope not without good 


Reaſon, upon your conſtant and open Pro- 


feſſion of it: I ſhall at e conſider 


our Lord as he is the 
only in himſelf, whereby he raiſed his 
own moſt holy Humanity, but as He 
works this great Work in us, being, as 
I ſaid, the immediate Cauſe and Author 


eſurrection, not 


of our Reſurrection. This is what he 


plainly affirms of himſelf in the Text, 
J am the Reſurrect ion and the Life; which

St. Paul clearly explains, 1 Cor. xv. Since 
by Man came Death, by Man came alſo 
the Reſurrection of the Dead: for as in 
Adam all die, even ſo in Chriſt ſhall all 
be made alive. 

TXr1s Reſurrection to be wrought in 
us by Chriſt, is twofold ; relating to the 
two conſtituent Parts of Man, the Body, 
and the Soul: for to theſe two belong 
two diſtinct Reſurrections, very different 
from each other. 

THe firſt Reſurrection, that of the 
Soul I mean, is of a moral and ſpiritual 
Nature: It is the Riſing of the Soul from 
the Death of Sin, unto the Life of Righ- 
teouſneſs; States more different, and in- 
finitely more important, than thoſe of 
natural Life and Death: It is peculiar 
to the Saints of Gop: It requires our 
Concurrence with the operations of Grace, 
to Which alone it is to be imputed : and 
bleſſed. and boly is he that hath part in this 
firſt Reſurrection, Rev. xx. 6. 

Tu ſecond Reſurrection, is that of 
the Body, after our natural Death. It 
does not take Place till the Day of 
Judgment: : It is common to all Men; 
it is neceſſaty and inevitable; and is the 
Effect of the juſtice, rather than of the 
Grace of Almighty G op. 

Or both theſe Reſurrections, Feſus 
He is che mediate Cauſe and 0 
. thor: 
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thor : Of the ii, as he is Saviour of 
the World; and of the ſecond, as he 
is the Judge of it; for it is a Preroga- 
tive very properly annexed to his Office 
of univerſal Judge, that he ſhould, by 
his own Power, ſummon all Mankind to 
his Tribunal. ak 
THe Power of this ſecond Reſurrec- 
tion from the State of natural Death, 
ſeems; to have been principally intended 
in the literal ſenſe- of the Text, which 
was ſpoken on the account of Lazarus, 
whom our Lord was. then about to 
raiſe from the Dead, I know, ſaid Mar- 
tha, that he ſhall riſe again at the Re- 
ſurrection of the Laſt Day. Teſus. ſaid 
unto her, I am the Reſurrection and the 
« Life.” I have the Power of railing, all 
Men, and therefore I can raiſe any of 
them, how, or at what time, I think fir. 
THis Reſurrection from the natural 
Death, is, I think, commonly well enough 
underſtood in the general. We. can all, 
by a Faith in the Omnipotence of Gop, 
form ſufficient Notions of our being 
raiſed again at the Laſt Day with, our 
Bodies: ſo that the whole Man, which 
acted in this Liſe, may be qualified. for 
the Rewards or Puniſhments of the 
next. There is, I ſuppoſe, little difficulty 


in conceiving this, ſeeing the, Experience. 


we now have, of tha Union. of Soul and 
A 4 Body, 
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8 A SERMON upon the 
Body, may inform us, in a good degree, of 
| what ſhall come to paſs at the Reſurrection 
of the Dead, when they ſhall be re-united. 
Bur the ſpiritual Reſurrection of our 
Souls in this Life, is a thing leſs thought 
of, and leſs underſtood by the generality 
of Mankind. This is one of thoſe things 
of God, whereof the natural or animal Man 
is ignorant. It requires a ſpiritual diſcern- 
ment, and ſome ſpiritual experience for the 
right apprehending it. The Holy Scrip- 
tures treat of it very frequently, but no 
where more largely and clearly than in 
the ſecond Leſſon of the Morning Ser- 
vice for this Day, (Rom. vi.) I ſhall read 
the whole Paſſage, only JOY that 
the Apoſtle here treats of the Death 7o 
Sin, as well as the Spiritual Reſurrection: 
the former being always neceſſary to the 
latter, and ſo connected and imply'd in it, 
that they cannot be eafily conſidered ſe- 
parately. But hear St. Paul, Know ye 
not, that ſo many of us as were baptized 
into - Feſus Chrif, were baptized into his 
Death, i. e. into an Obligation, to be 
made conformable to it by dying to Sin ? 
T berefore we are buried with bim by Bap- 
tiſm into Death, that like as Feſus Christ 
was raiſed up from ibe Dead, by the Glory 
of the Father, even ſo we alſo ſhould walk 
in  newneſs of Life. For if we have been 
planted together in the likeneſs of bis Death, 
- £41079: 8 Wwe 
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we ſhall be alſo in the likeneſs of his Re- 
ſurrection. Knowing this, that our old 
Man is crucified with him, that the Body 
of Sin might be deſtroyed, that henceforth 
we ſhould not ſerve Sin: for he that is 
dead, is free from Sin. Now if we be dead 
with Chriſt, we believe that we ſhall alſo 
live with him. Let not Sin therefore reign 
in your mortal Body, that ye ſhould obey it 
in the Luft thereof. You obſerve here, 
that the Death to Sin, is joined with the 
ſpiritual Reſurrection; as a Circumſtance 
indiſpenſably requiſite to, and implied in 
it; for no Perſon 1s 5 x of a Reſur- 
rection till he is once dead. Tis neceſ- 
ſary therefore that we conſider this Death 
here mentioned, that we enquire what the 
old Life is, and how it 1s extinguiſhed; 
before we can underſtand any thing of 
the ſpiritual Reſurrection that follows it, 
and the new Life to be conferr d. The 
Life to be loſt by this Death, is ſaid ro be 
that of our old Man, which is a Scriptural 
Phraſe, ſignifying that nature, temper, or 
diſpoſition of Mind, with which we are 
born, as we are the Sons of Adam, and 
Heirs of original Corruption, whereby, 
as the Scripture aſſures, and even our 
Catechiſm inſtructs us, we are the Chil- 
dren of Wrath. It is this innate depra- 
vation, which makes us ignorant of Go p, 

blind and ſtupid to all ſpiritual H_ 
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ro A SERMON whon the 
ſelfiſh, covetous, unjuſt, deceitful. Hence 
ariſe that Pride and Arrogance, that En- 
vy, Malice, and Detraction, which make 
Men grievous to themſelves and one an- 
other: From hence alſo all other Works 
of the Fleſh take their Original; our 
Sloth, Intemperance, and all other evil 
Luſts, which make us odious in the fight 
of Gos, and utterly incapable of. thole 
pure and heavenly Delights of Piety, 
which conſtitute the proper Happineſs of 
our Nature. | 

BESIDES thoſe groſſer Acts of Sin, 
which fall under common Obſervation, 
there is a depth of Subtilty and Wicked- 
neſs, an endleſs train of Vanity and Self- 
deceit, which cannot be well deſcribed, 
nor rightly underſtood by any, whoſe 
Minds are not enlightned by Grace ; for 
as it would be a hard matter to make a 
blind Man comprehend what : Darkneſs 
is, at leaſt, ro give him ſuch a Notion of 
it, as we have, tho' he lives in it conti- 
nually : ſo it is alike difficult to give un- 
converted Sinners a right Notion of what 
is here meant by the old Man; becauſe 
this, as moſt other things, is beſt, if not 
only known by its contrary. But in ge- 
neral we are to know, that whatever 
tendency there is in our Nature, to the 
commiſſion of Sin, it is a part or mem- 
ber of the od Man; tis the ä 
i Diſ- 
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Diſtemper of our Souls, derived from 
Adam, the corrupt Source of our Race. 
While we are yet in our natural State, 
unreformed by divine Grace ; this lives, 
this reigus in our mortal Bodies. Why is 
this Man a Drunkard, that malicious, a 
third unjuſt in his Dealings? The reaſon 
is, becauſe the Reſurrection of Chriſt 
has not had its due Effect; the Mind is 
not renewed, and the old Man of Sin is 
yet unmortified. That corrupt Nature, 
which we received from Adam, is ſtill 
active and vigorous : the Nature, I ſay, 
we received from Adam; which therefore 
is called the o Adam, bearing his Name 
from whom it is derived: it is alſo called 
the old Leaven, becauſe it has infected the 
whole race of Mankind; as alſo Fleſh, 
and the Body of Sin, which are different 
terms for the ſame thing, even the Princi- 
ple of Corruption which is in our Nature. 

THis, as I ſaid, lives and reigns in 
the Hearts 'of unregenerate Men ; and 


would for eyer reign there, for ought 
that we can do to hinder it, if Jefus Chriſt 


did not interpoſe, and by the virtue of his 
Sufferings and Death, communicates to 
Believers ſuch Powers of Grace, as are 
ſufficient to deſtroy this Root of Evil in 


their Souls: I fay, that this corruption 


of our Nature is ſuch, as we cannot poſ- 
ſibly reſiſt by our own Strength. It ef too 
| hard 
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12 ASERMON pon the 


hard for our moſt ſerious Purpoſes; it 
bears down our feeble Reſolutions like a 
Torrent, and renders all our Oppoſition 
fruitleſs and ineffectual. In vain does the 
Law encounter it with her impotent Diſ- 
cipline; in vain does ſhe ſet before us her 
rigorous Commands and Prohibitions; in 
vain does ſhe diſplay her Rewards and Pu- 
niſhments. Theſe all ſerve only to ſhew 
us our Guilt and Danger; but cannot 
work our Deliverance. The Rod of Mo- 
ſes cannot ſo expe] Nature, but that ſhe 
will ſtill recur, ſhe will ſtill return upon 
us, and take her old Courſes. We are 
ſtill the ſame Men, and all our Struggles 
after Virtue, are like the motion of a Door 
upon its Hinges, ſtill fixt to the ſame Place. 

Bor behold a greater than Moſes is 
come in the Goſpel Diſpenſation, even 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; and what the Law 
could not do, in that it was weak through 


the Fleſh, i. e. our corrupt Nature, which 


is too violent to be controlled by the dead 
Letter of written Precepts: what this 
Law could not do, that (ſaith St. Paul) bath 
God done for us, by ſending his own Son in 
the likeneſs of finful Fleſh : He has for, and 
through him, granted us new Powers and 
Abilities, whereby we are enabled to mor- 
tify, i. e. kill and deſtroy our corrupt Na- 
ture. Our old Man is crucified with bim, 


(faith the ſame Apoſtle) that the Bal 
| in 
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Reſurrection of our L ORD. 13 
Sin might be deſtroyed, that henceforth we 


ſhould not ſerve Sin. But this is ſtill in- 


ſufficient to make us either holy, or hap- 
py: it is at beſt but a negative Goodnels : 
there is more required of us than a mere 
Abſtinence from Vice; for example, it is 
not enough that we do not hate our Neigh- 
bour, but we muſt actually love him with 
a ſincere Affection. We muſt, in a word, 
not only ceaſe to do evil, but alſo learn to 


do well: and as the old Man of Sin is to 


be deſtroyed, fo the new Man is to be raiſed 


up iN US. 


Bur this is a natural conſequence of 
the former: I we be dead with Chriſt, we 
believe alſo that we ſhall be "ages up with 
him. If we have been planted together in 
the likeneſs of his Death, we ſhall alſo grow 
up in the hkeneſs of his Reſurrection. This 
is the Language of the Holy Ghoſt; and 
the beſt Interpretation I can give you of 


it, is to be deduced from the following 
Principle, viz. © Thar every Act or Sul. 


« fering of Chriſt, as it is meritorious of 


« Grace, ſo alſo is it expreſſive of it: it 


« repreſents that very ſort, or kind of 


« Grace, which it obtains for us.” Thus 


by his Death He put off all that mortal 


corruptible Nature, which he had received 


from Adam: He deſtroyed that Body, 


which was liable to Pain, Sickneſs, Death, 


and all other Infirmiries, incident to the 
fallen

fallen State of Mankind ; and thereby did 


He purchaſe for us thoſe Graces, which are 
effectual for the deſtroying in each of us 
the old Adam, the corrupt Principles of 
Sin, derived to us from the Guilt of our 
farſt Parents. And in like manner, at his 
Reſurrection he reſumed a new Nature ; 
his Body was raiſed incorruptible, impaſ- 
fible, and glorious, ſuch as it now relides 
at the right Hand of the Father: and 
thereby has he obtained for us alſo a new 
Nature, a new Lite, ſuch a Frame and 
Diſpoſition of Soul, as will effectually pro- 
duce all kinds of Virtue, and richly abound 
in good Works. 

TEIsõ is the great and unſpeakable Ad- 
vantage which redounds to us from our 
Lord's Reſurrection: But how few are 
there, that rightly value it? It produces 
every thing that is truly great and glorious. 
It confers a Divine Lite. It makes us Par- 
takers of the divine Nature, ſtrong, by the 
Strength, wiſe, by the Wiſdom, holy, by 
the Holineſs of Gop. But the Men of the 
World reliſh none of theſe things, they 
have no Eyes to diſcern the beauty of Ho- 
lineſs : Almoſt all their imaginations and 
defires run in direct oppoſition to it: they 
tear the thoughts of it ſhould make them 
melancholy. All their Concern is about 
the animal Life, all their Care is for the 
old Man, for his Maintenance and Sup- 

port, 
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port, and how they may make Proviſion 
for the Fleſh, to fulfil the Luſts thereof. 
No wonder then that they feel no Joy a- 
riſe in their Hearts, at the News of our 
Lord's Reſurrection; or his aſſuring us; 
that he is the Reſurrection, and that he 
will raiſe us, as he did himfelf. They 
have no Intereſt in it: they are not like to 
be Gainers by it: and therefore they ſee 
no Glories in the Goſpel that relates it. | 
But St. Paul has taught us, that. if the | 
Goſpel be hid, it is hid to thoſe that; are loſt. | 
OTyExs again, who pretend to have an 
higher Opinion of Virtue, and own, by. 
their Words at leaſt, that it is the moſt no- 
ble Acquiſition our Nature is capable of, 
yet think that there is no ſuch great Diffi- 
Ny attaining it; that there is no need 
of ſugh heaveply Machinary (as they may 
lightly term the Myſteries of ou Redemp- 
tion.) Nec Deus interfit niſi dignus uindice 
nodus. Good Morality, they ſay, will carry 
us to Heaven: but they cannot ſee much 
Ground for believing all the abſtruſe Reve- 
lations of Chriſtianity ; nor how we ſhall 
be made wiſer, or happier by ſuch Belief. 
Bur let theſe. Men endeavour to live 
up even to their own notions of Morality. 
Let them try how they can acquit them- 
ſelves in the Duties of Temperance, Meek- 
neſs, Univerſal Benevolence, and a ſuitable 
Homage to the Sppreme Being ; and W 
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if they do not wilfully deceive themſelves, 
they will learn by their own Experience, 
that they cannot do theſe things by their 
own Strength, and that they need divine 
Supports and Aſſiſtances, in the arduous 
Task of Virtue. The Goſpel will then 
appear to them (provided they be ſincere, 
and conſequently not indiſpoſed for the 
Illumination of Gop's Holy Spirit) The 
Goſpel will then appear ro them in its 
proper Beauty, and they will find it, ac- 
cording to its true Interpretation, Glad 
Tidings, ſhewing them, that Jeſus Chriſt 
is ready to do that for them, which they 
cannot do- for- themſelves : That by the 
Merits and Power of his Death, he will 
deſtroy their old Man, the Principle of E- 
vil, that now tyrannizes in their Souls; and 
by the Power of his Reſurrection, work 
their ſpiritual Reſurrection to the new 
Life of Righteouſneſs. Then ſhall be 
brought to paſs the Saying that is written, 
Death is ſwallowed up in Victory The Sting 
of Death is Sin; but thanks be to God, which 
giveth us the Victory through our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt. Therefore, my beloved Brethren, be 
ye ſtedfaſt, unmoveable, always abounding in 
the Work of the Lord, foraſmuch as ye know, 
that your Labour ſhall not be in vain in the
